Hospitals bavo alwajo boon regard- 
ed ae insliculions wboro every aid that 
acienoe and benovolonco could com- 
mand haB boon bestowed on tlio siclc 
aD<| helpless. Bab with all this fcelin;r 
tbey'' have often, owing to defeotivo 
oouBtruotton or improper management, 
proved more of a curse than a bleeuiug, 
bad eanitary condition being enough 
to render of no avail the best efforts 
of medical ekill. The oonstruolion 
and managemeDt of Hospitals ia a 
subject on which maoh has been 
thought and written of late years, 
and B9 wo believe, eome charge 
in the Hospital system hero ia mooted, 
the Female Ilospifal having been 
handed over to the Comtniitco ol the 
Hoyal Hospital, tho qiieBlion lias 
been raised as to tho nroprioty of 
transferring tho Male Hospital to tliii 
buililiag on Spring llidgo, and making 
iomo"a(jUi't'.o"iral~ acoom !iioaknSonr''u'r' 
patching up tho present malo osliib- 
lishinent. Wo would, thoroforo, beg 
to point out wbat rules ought to regu- 
late iho Committee in coming to a 
decision on tbis point On general 
priaoiples it may be laid down iliat in 
order to insure a healthy looatiua for 
an Hospital the sltuaiioa ooghl to bo 
elevated, drainage good, water supply 
pare and plentiful, and the poaiUoc 
aooesBible. As regaxds the oonstruon 
tiob of the building itself, it ought to 
be capable of being well ventilated aud 
taffioiontly capacions for the num'her 
of patients it ia likely to contain, and 
have proper ablution, bath and latrine 
arrangements. A building oi one 
story is porbapa tho most desirablo, 
as patients have loss trouble in getting 
oat to tho open air for eroroiso. The 
■wards ought to bo not loss than l-t 
ieet higlj, and each patient should 
receive as a minimum allowance 1200 
cubic feet of space, of s\hich 87 ought 
to be suporfioial. Tbo necessity of at- 
tending to this is evident when wo 
consider that in the majority of cases 
patients are not able to move about, 
and that the air is never entirely 
changed by the withdrawal of tho 
InmateB; in addition to vbioh many 
patients labor under affeoiions that of 
tbcuiBelves tend to poison the air of 
the plaoe. If we inquire how far the 
present Male Hospital fulGla these con- 
ditions we are afraid it will be found 
to fall very short of the standard. 
Situated in a marsh, with a prevailing 
wind to leeward, water supply from a 
brackish well close to tbo beach, and in 
tbo most unsavory neighborbood of an 
Indian rancb; inaccessible, in so far 
as the ferry requires to bo crossed, or 
a detour of about one mile from Yio- 
toria made in order tc r5-?.i;vi :4; -^l.-:k.

MiNDTB of the Cbinf Ctimmipsioner of Liinc?B 
and Works on the euhjeol of an Overland 
Coach Road throngh British Territory, be- 
tween tho Pacific Coast and Canada, com- 
paring the merits of tho various paspes 
through the Rorky Mountains, and show- 
ing ihu cxieut of this road already built in 
British Columbia, and what remains to be 
done to complete it beyond tbe eastern 
boundary of "the Colony' to the bead of 
steamboat navigation on tbe SaskBtoheo 
v/aa. 

Littio has hitherto been done towards tbe 
consiruotion of trails or roiida across the 
Rocky Mountains north of thu 49lh Parallel. 

Tho primitivo putha throu;;h the vurioup 
passes of this IVlountaio Rango, ori^^inally 
trooked out by Indians and only kept open 
year by year by their travel along them, are 
still the sole means of commuciuajtion,.., be- 
tween British Colombia .and tba Kortb 
West Territory. 

Some littio work was indeed done, years 
ago, by the Hndsoo's Bay Company in open 
iog trails through tbe Leather and. Atha- 
ba!<ca Passes, to fa0ili.tate tbe passage ol 
their bri^'ailes, which at that' time oarricil 
supplies IroiD tho depots ease of tho Rocky 
Mountains lo Jusper'ti House, and theuct! 
westwards, by llio Tele Jnuno Cache, down 
the Frnser River to the various posts 
in tbs region of couutry now iaciudoil in 
British Columbia ; or . southward, by the 
Alhabasoa Pass, to the Boat EooamptBent, 
ond down tbe Columbia to the posts in 
Washington and Oregon. But Boon after 
tho Company estublisbed posts at l'\)rt Van- 
couver onil Victoria, supplied by ships diieol 
hum England, coininuuicuiloii by these 
pusses Was discontinued, and the trails 
ihroui;b them lupsed into disuse, and were 
suuii ill iiu buiicr condiiion than before they 
were improved by the lludcon Buy Comr< 
pany'.H onipiiiyos. At priBi'nt, e.Noi'|it when 



peoturs or soiuniific explorers, ttiese, aa 4vell 
lis all tno oiher Rucky Mountain passes in 
liriiish Terrltbry, are made use of; by 
iodiaus only. 

Many of thete psssoa are, however, even in 
;heir primitivo condition, bo easy of passage 
ihul hoi'ses curry heavy loads over Iheiu witli 
laciliiy ; and through the Veriiiilliuu Pass 
loaded carts have beau driven on the natural 
roadway unimproved by lubiir. 

But, allht)iii;h the work of building a road 
over the Rocky IVloontains has yet to be 
comineneeii, much has already been effected 
by tliisi Oniony lowards tho conenn'.mation ol 
the much liesired liiic of road communication, 
through li UUh Territory, botwteii the S'a 
Coast of British Columbia and Canada. In 
fact more than oae-bulf (in boat) of ibis work 
within the limits of the Colony is now com- 
plete. 

The Cafcalc Range of Mountains, tho 
creat barrier botvi en the Boa Coast of tlii« 
Colony and its interior diairicts, which pre- 
sented a far more oilDcult engineering ob- 
stacle to rad-maki'g, and ono more 
expensive to overoomo than t^a,- .Rocky 
MountBins theinselvas. has' been piercefl by 
two lines of cnnch road, which, commencio!; 
at Yale and Douglas respuctively, the limits 
ol Bteamhoat navigation on the Lower Fraser 
liiver and its tributary liurrison Lake, unito 
at Clinton, 13G miles from Yale, on the high 
rolliog plateau in the interior of tho Colony, 
Irom Which junction point the road extends 
242 miles farther northwards to Oameron- 
town, in the heart of the Cariboo District, 
distant altogeilur .378 miles from Yale. 

A branch road 23 miles long, hug uldo been 
buiil from the main line; at a poiut on tho 
Buonaparte River, 110 miles fr( m Yale, to 
Suvona's it the lower ( western) end of Ram- 
loops I^ake, from wbiob place DDinterropted 
steumbnut navigation extends through Kam- 
loops Luke, and up the South Thompson 
River to the upper (eastern) end of Grant 
Shnswap Lako, a distance ol 115 miloF, and 
also up the North Branch of Thompson 
River, which joins the South Thompsjn at 
Fort Kamlonp9, to a distance of 85 :milea 
Irom the luiier post. 

These rradn, oonstructed ata total cost of 
81,339 915 (about £275,000', of which 
nmount the section from Yale to Savonu's 
cost S830 000 (abojt £106 000), are of a 
chiiracier vtry superior to that ol publio 
roads in most young countries. They are 
18 loet wide, the surface being covered with 
broken stcne, where (a^ in most parta aloiif; 
the Fraser and Thompson BiversJ such 
material is at hand, or with ^^ravel well cam- 
bered np in the centre, with ditches on one or 
both sides where required.

Fiom 'he Cariboo terminus of this road, 
and from Savonii'c, as well as from interraed- 
into points along the road, various routes may 
bo truced to tho ditlereot passes of the Rocky 
MouuiaioB. But before a judicioos selection 
can be made of tbe line for a wairijon road tn 
the territory east of the ll iclcy iMouiitaioH, ii 
will be necesHnry to doleriniiio by inoro exact 
and detailed engineering oxploralicns ami 
surveys than have yet been miide, wtiiuh of 
these passes presents tho kast obstacles to 
tho conslructiun and inaiiiteu'ince of a road 
ihrnugh it, aa well as tho greatest advan- 
tages in its approaches, not only as rejards 
engineering fjcilitiee, but with respect also lo 
tho cliuracler of tho ounlry tn bo pa^l^ell 
through on either side of the mountains, its 
soil, climate, freedom from inroads of hostile 
Indians, and general capabilities for settle- 
nient, iind espuciully in rel.itioo tn its aoces- 
fibiliiy fro.n the nxistinu' lines of conitnuni' 
cation in this Colony and lo tho eapiward.

pei lied on lis u permanent route of communi» 
cation iicroHS tho continent. 

Tho (listunco I'rom Tele Jauno Cacho to 
Caineronion (nearly duo west), tho terminu^ 
nf tho coach roail Iroiii Yale, is not uior j then 
SO miles us the crow llios, and it would thura- 
furo appear at first glance a matter of courae 
that an overland ronta Ibrnugb the Leather 
P.iss should bo built by this route. But the 
intervening spaiiu ia a sea of high riijrged 
mountains, so broken up into dci-'p valleys 
und steep ridKoa that from present inforinci- 
lion it seoras imposBibIa to oonneol the two 
points by a road of pruotionblo curves and 
gradients, and we have therefore to seik in 
Home other direction lor a lino of roa I be- 
tween Teto .luurio Oacho and Iho Lower 
Fr.iser. 

'I'iie moiit nriicticablo route foreuch a road 
arponrs to be by a lino running due south 
Irom "tha Cunliu," aoross the upper waters of 
(Janoo Hivur (which falls into tho Columbia 
at Ilia linai Kiicurnpineni), over the divide 
(at) )et 2 800 feor above tho sea level), bu' 
tween th,it stream aud the North Thompson, 
und (i:iwn the vallyy o! the l.atar river by 
Fort Kamloops, lo a junction vvitli the present 
terminus ol the coach road at Savonu's. 

l^^O^difltanoe fyoqi , Tal9 Jsnne Cache to 
rtrivolia'd by this route is 2.35 m los, the last 
130 miles nl which tun throngli an upon or 
liglilly timbered bunch griisn country along 
tbe hanks of the North Thompson Uivor 
and Kamloope Lake,,wl|iol) are navigable lor 
ateamors throughbut' this ' diatance, and on 
which waters in fact a subHlutitiiil and 
poivirful etearnboit nf 2(10 loin burden, 
built by the iluJson B.iy Cumpiuiy, is now 
niving.

There may exist routes (as some persons 
have stated) branching from Ibe line just 
described, by way of the Wentworth or Olear- 
watei: tributaries of the Thompson, and inter* 
seoting the present coach road somewhere 
about Lake Lallache (210 miles from Yale.) 
But the advantages which either of EUoh 
deviuticna would oHer in any respect over tha 
rontB jnut dnsnrihsd tn Sa»onft'« are, to say 
the least, exlrenaely doubtful, whilst on the 
other hand their disadvantages are obvious 
enongh, of which it will be sufficient to 
sps'ciryiOi)e,!Damejy : ^tbat, ^liilst jbese routes 
must cross over to' Lake' La Haobe through a 
district generally rough and timbered, ond 
much ioterseoted by swamps, the lino to Sa' 
vona's passes almost entirely through a nearly 
level prairie country. 

In reference to this ronto from Tete Jaune 
Cache to Savo! a's, it should also be men- 
tioned that besides tbe continuous navigation 
from Savana's, extending thence 120 miles 
up tho North Thompson as before described, 
there are stretches of navigable water of eomo 
fifty miles iu extent on tbe apper portion of 
this river, which would be found of great 
avail both in tho cou-tructionof the road and 
iu assisting traOio along it. 

It may therelora be asssamed that shonld 
a road from tho North West Territory cross 
the l{ocky Mountains by the Leather Pass, 
it would follow this route down the Thomp- 
son to r>avona'8 to reach the Lower Fruaer ; 
and taking Yale as the western, and tho 
junction of tho Brazeaa River with tho North 
da.^kuicbowun aa the eastern terminas, the 
disiunces by this line, and probable-opst'iol 
coHstructing along il a coach road'ol a simi- 
lar character to that already built in tbia 
Colony, may be thus reoapitulated ;

Howse's Pas.s liuuTB :— Uocky Moontuia 
Muusu (3200 {"til abnve tho sea level) in 
Liliiude 62^ 20"^ north, L'jngiludo IIS^^ lO'' 
we9t, and sixty miles up stream from the 
inuuih of Brazeau River, may be taken oa 
virtually ibeeaitero termiiiua of tbe route by 
way of Howe's Pass, as from tbiit point tho 
Suskntchowan ia navigable lor stern wheil 
sieuniera ol light draughl throughout its en- 
tire course ol ttie Great Rapids, 12 miles 
from its embouchure into Lake Winnipeg; 
and from thecce also tho country eastward is 
so open, and descends iu so gradual and ev n 
a plain io Port Garry, that a road may be kd 
across it in any dudctiua, with but little ex- 
peu.so. 

Ihe line of this route would follow up the 
Saskaichu 'an to its source, aud cross Ibe 
wiitorsbed l l.T miles from Uocky Mountain 
H0U.4U, at an elevation of 4 500 feet (740 feet 
higher than the summit of tbe Leather Pass), 
lu this distance tba only material engiQeer« 
ing difficulties occur ia the last 20 miles, 
along parts of which the road would requi o 
to be protected Irom ihu force of the mouu- 
tain torreolH, whiob at oertaio Boasone iouu- 
dated the river valioy. 

The oross ni; of ibe divide by this pass, in 
f.atiiude5l« 00^ norlb, is staled by Dr. 
Hector to be very ea-ty, indeed almost imper- 
ce[)tiblo, uuil he h:id bit littio difficulty in 
Inking his lo.iiled () ick-hor.-es through to the 
Columbia, alihou^^h no trail no.v exists 
through this pass, that formerly used by the 
Nbrtb-Wesl Ftir Oompaoy having lon^ sindo 
bticome overgrown and obliterated. > 

The di scent tow.irds the Columbia, al- 
thnui;h le'is gratluul than the a^e.nt on the 
lustern ab pe, is described as by no means 
precipitous or brokoo,bu quite practicable for 
a rotd, Tlio distance fr^m tho summit to the 
Columbia ut tbe mouth of Blaeberry Hiver is 
about 30 miles, aud the ooly obstraotioos 
noted by Dr fleotor in this seotlon were the 
heavy forest trees und douse tndergtowtb and 
lalleu timber which rendered the passage ol 
bis horses very tedious. 

The entire disiuncc from Ricky Mountain 
House to tbe Columbia is 17d miles, and the 
cost of consiructins this section of road may 
bo set down at S360.0.0. 

Tha distance trnm Ulaeberry River down 
till) Columbia to The E.ldy, (in Latitude 51" 
00^ north Loiiiiiindo about 118° 00' westj, at 
ibo eastern end of the Eai^le Puss through 
the 'iold Range, .which divides the Oolumbio 
V.iiiflv f;nm (Jreat ..f>.b."\i;nfajv L^tcs, V tfifi 
miles. 

This pooiion was carefully examined in 
18G() by Mr Moberly, Assistant Surveyor 
General of this Colony, with a spscial view 
lo the conslructiun of u coach road, aud his 
report establishes the fact that such a road 
may ba built wiihont great ezpansB aldoK 
either bunk of the Columbia ; no extensive 
bluffs occur to oppose the passage of a road 

und at HeVeiai poiiiia iiie fiver is SO COiuruCt- 
ed that i' muj he spanned by a bridge of not 
more than 150 feet in length. The cost ol 
sueb a road frum BInohetry River lo the 
KuL'lo Pa83 has been eatiraaied at $412,000 

Mr Moberly renorta however that this 
poitiiin of Ihe Columbia River did not at tho 
he.iKDo when he esuminod it (Septombur) 
appo;rto liirn so uvailablo tor eioamboat 
navgition aa had beou sappo.sed The 
steamer Forty-nine now plica between Cul- 
villo in Washington Territory and Death 
llapiilH, 40 miles above the tiagle Pass; and 
ab'ivc; Dtiatli Kapida the river is again navi" 
;;i\i)lo to tho neinhborhood of The Boat En- 
c«in|iiiH!nt, a dislance of '10 miles more, 

But ubuvo this point thore are several 
rapids which Mr Moberly considered quite 
impassable by steamers, and which would 
therefore render further cnntinuous naviga- 
lioii below the mouth of Blaeberry River im« 
pruot'oatilo. 

The I'l jgle Pass waa discovered in by 
Mr Moberly, und has been subsequently 
Kurveyitd by G iv jrnmont and a line ot road 
miiilied out ibroQgb it. 

Piuvioas lo Mr Moberly's discovery of Ibis 
pn:is il had been Bupposed that the (iold 
K in^io Wiif a continuous chain jf high inoun- 
Irti'i^, opposing un insuperable bnrrior lo any 
roud betwccu Ibe Columbia and Fraser River 
Valleyi. 

The summit of Eiglo Paaa, however, is ooly 
280 loot ab:)ve high water in the Columbia 
llivor, and 407 feut above Ihe level ol Great 
Sliiiawap fjike, and Iho pnow disappears 
irniii il in ih.i h»;Mniiing ol April. From the 
Colnmbiu lliver lo the point where the Kugle 
R.vor empties into Great Shuswap Luke is a 
aiatance of 37 miles, over which a road can 
bo made lor about $80 000. From this point 
Ihern is as befiiro mentioned unintarruplod 
stiambo.ii navigation 115 milea to Savona'a, 
and steamers may aldo run G or 8 roilei up 
Kiiclu Riviu'. 

To continue thiB roulo by land however lo 
.Suvona's, tha line of road would leave the 
Eiglo River Valley at the Three Valley 
Lalto (20 miles from the Colombia), and run 
nearly duo South through a wide grassy 
vulley acro.'s o low divide to the bead waters 
nf thn SpillnmneehenH or Shuawap River, 



Of this lino 375 milea lie within the limils 
of tbis Colonv. a mad for which dislance 
would cost §722,000. 

It thus appeara that there ia very little 
diQerenoe in tho distance by these two 
routes belweeo the bead of navigation on the 
lower Fracer and the navigable waters of 
the North Saekatohowan, and that the ex- 
pense ol connecting theia two points by 
mad is inaturiully the same by eilhcr route. 
Tbe choice between them must therefore 
depend on more general coosideratioos, iu 
respect of whiob their rival merits can only 
bo de'ermined after more exact enqairy. ha.i 
been made, and fuller information obtained, 
and as to which it would thereloro bo pre- 
raa'ufe, to b.".7, irrt any ci^'oe.'.'.ue a* prefer/. 

Although iu the foregoing remarks the 
head of navigation on tho Lower Fraser has 
been treated ua tbe western terminas of an 
overland route, there is nothing to prevent 
the line of road being continued, whenevor 
tho requirements of trafEc call for its oon'> 
Btruction. from Yule down either bunk of the 
river to New VVcsttninsler (a disiuiioe of 95 
milOJ), which town is already conneoled by a 
road nine miles in length with iiurrurd Inlet, 
a harbour of great extent and ample depth 
of water, accessible atoll times by vessels ol 
tho largest class. ' ' ' 

A nairow road has inTdot 6eoa bnilt along 
tbe line of Telegr;iph on the lefi bank of the 
Fraser lliver for about 30 miles Irom Ynle, 
and this line of road is partially opened the 
rest of the way lo iVew Westnilnsier. 

It is only nccossory in con<!lu ling these 
obsorvationB to refer to tho routes through the 
Cascade Range, from Beutinck Arm and 
Bute Inlet, by which it baa been proposed 
to establish more direct comm'inicaiii>n be- 
tween tbe Sea Coast and the Upi er Fraser, 
in the neighbourhood of Alexandria and 
Quranelmouth. 

Tbess lines have as yet been but' imper- 
fectly surveyed, and aro thereloro only pnr- 
lidllv known. It is however ceriuin that the 
dislance from Queaoolinouth to the Const is 
lt>SH by either of these lines than by way of 
tho Fraser River, There is also but little 
doubt that either line is practir'able-for a 
road, although pressnting QbstAoIes to road- 
making, tbe difiionllies and cost of wl ich 
h ive bsfin greatly nnder-eatimataJ, cspeei- 
allv ill tho case of tha Bu'u Inlet route. 
But when it is tuken into consideration Hat 
the construction of this latter road from 
Bute Inlet lo Quesnelmimlh, a distance of 
230 miles, is advocated as a competing line 
to the coach ^oad 'already bnilt from thn 
poiUTlo Yalo, the character and capacity of 
which have been ab'ivo described, it can 
hardly be believed that in the present etu e 
and prospoot of business i.i this Colony, pin h 
an undertaking can be seriously contem- 
plated, nor IS ic rea-ooable to suppose that so 
anoeceaeary a section of new roui from 
Qiesnelmouib, running tbrongti wil l tracts) 
of land without a single white inhabitant, to 
a harbour of iuferior character at the mouth 
of a na'TOw valley, affording hnrdly space 
for the site of a town, and but littio land fit 
lor cultivation, should, in place ot the well 
establiihed line to Yale, be made p irt of a 
scheme for connectiog the Sea Coast of 
British Columbia with the Canadas, or that 
this latter most important obji'd should be 
weighted down with the supoiflnous Cajt of 
its conatruction.
